The Doctors Say That He Will 
Not Live Through His Trial.

EXPECTED TO DROP DEAD IN COURT. 


‘Fhe Old Man’s Heart Diseased, and the 


Excitement of the Trial Will be Apt 
to Cause His Death, 


New Yorx, June 28.—Thirty-two days of 
trial, such as Jacob Sharp has undergone, in 


‘the very heat of summer, and at his time of 


life, is an ordeal that cannot be safely passed, 
yet has this old man with all his manifold 
physi-al ailments, borne up bravely under it. 
He was no weaker than usual when he came 
{nto court this morning, nor did he appear to 
be any better than usual, though he said to a 
reporter that the effectof Dr. Loomis’s:pre- 
scription. of yesterday, to make him sleep bet- 
ter than he had at any time since his commit- 
gynent to jail. 

Mr. Dayton, of the senate clerienl force, was 
recalicd to testify with reference to the Gen- 
eral Surface railroad bill of 1885. 

Abraham M. Earl, secretary of the New 
York Cable Railroad company, let out in cross- 
examination that President Andrews, cf his 
company, did make an offer to Mayor Edson

Sharp’s testimony, as a whole, before th 
senate investigating committee was read. 
Quite unexpectedly, at this point it was stated 
that the defense had only three more witnesses 
to examine—George Bliss, John McMahan and 
Julius Hardman, two members of the Schooner 
ciub. | 

“After we have examined these witnesses 
defense will have coneluded its case.” 

Mr. Bliss then took the witness chair. He 
related how he had been sat upon by the inves- 
tigating committee when he attempted to 
xemand fair play for Mr. Sharp. The unfair- 
ness consisted in not permitting Mr. Sharp to 
accompany his answers with explanations. 

At 2:50 o'clock the defense rested their case 
and Judge Barrett adjourned the court until 
tomorrow morning, when the summing up will 

gin. 

The Mail and Express in its extra7 p. m. 
edition says: 

It is believed that Jake Sharp is dying. His physi- 
cians and lawyers say his condition is very critical. 
His defense ended in court at.2:30 o’clock this even- 
ing. Everyone was surprised at the sudden turn of 
aflairs. At the beginning of the trial it was Mr. 
Sharp's expressed determination to take the stand in 
his own defense. He explained to his counsel how 
he would answer and explain all the seeming defi- 
ciencies in his examination before the senate com- 
mittee. He went so far as toavow that he would 
rather be convicted than permit the statements of 
witnesses for the prosecution to go uncontradicted 
oxy him. From the beginning of the trial to the 
night that Judge Barrett ordered his committal to 
Ludlow strect jail. Mr. Sharp spent several hours 
every day, after adjournment of the court, in per- 
fecting a statement which he would make to the 
ery. From the time that he was confined in jail 

e has failed, and yesterday afternoon, when his 
counsel told him to pr@pare to take the stand they 
found, totheir horror, that Sharp wasa physical 
wreck, and that even mentally he was notin a fit 
tondition to be a witness. Itisthe opinion of Mr. 
Sharp’s physician, that he cannot live longer than 
ton days or two wecks. The slightest excitement 
willcause death, owingto the condition of his 
Heart. In the next few days his business affairs 


will be wound up with a view to the end, 


A schemeis under we ge poe by those inter- 
ested in Sharp’s case wWfich, if carried out success- 
fully, willtake the case out of the jurisdiction of 
the jury tomorrow, before the lawyers have a 
chance to display their powers of oratory In sum- 
mingup. It has been sugeested that certificates 
from such eminent physicians as Professor Loomis 
and his associates that Mr..Sharp would, in all pro- 
bability, drop deadinthe court room when the 
jury brought in their verdict, if the case should be 
givento them, nomatter whether the verdict be 
guilty or not guilty, would result in Judge Barrett 
Stopping the trial just where it is. 

Inany event his advocates are sincerely of the 
opinion. after listening to the adviee of doctors, that 
Mr. Sharp will never live to go to Sing Sing. Sheriff 
Grant was so fearful this afternoon that Mr. Sharp 
would die in Ludlow street jail that he kept him in 
his private office for two hours after court adjourned. 


TO GET A NEW TRIAL. 


A Rumor that the Condemned Anarchists 
Will Have Another Hearing. 
Cricaco, June 28.—The Daily_ News says: 
A rumor that the supreme court has decided 
to zive the condemned anarchists a new trial 
was put into circulation today. The intelli- 
ence was to the effect that a majority of the 
udges sitting on the supreme bench had de- 
‘ided in favor of the points submitted by 
Captain Black and Leonard Swett, why the 
sentence pronounced by Judge Gary on the 
Haymarket assassins should not be executed, 
at least, before another hearing was allowed 
the condemned. The origin of the rumor, so 
far as it could be trace. appeared to be in the 
civil courts in the county building, and early 
this afternoon a rumor that the anarchists were 
indeed to haye a new trial was common talk 
among the lawyers. From theseit was learned 
that report stated “that the supreme court 
judges had already dictated their opinion, and 
that the declaration that this opinion was 
favorable tothe anarchists came from court 
Officials who had access to the documents. 
The story, as it cireulated this afternoon, oc- 
casioned a considerable sensation in and about 
the county building.

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THE NEW CONSTITUTION 


Adopted by the Knights of Labor—Some of 
fis Features. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 28.—By returns made 
to the general headquarter of the Knights of 
Labor this morning, the new constitution of 
the order, embodying many important changes, 
has been adopted by about a three-fourths 
vote. A clause providing for the formation 
of national trade assemblies, sent out sepa- 
rately from the constitution and voted upon 
by the local assemblies throughout the order, 
has also been adopted by nearly the same vote. 
The new constitution will be promulgated by 
the general executive board in a very few days 
and will go into effect immediately after iis 
promulgation. | 

An analysis of the vote shows that nearly 
one-half of the local assemblies that opposed 
the adoption of the new constitution did so on 
account of section 325, which reads: 

No local or other assembly or member shall, di- 
rectly or indirectly, give, sell or haye any ale, beer, 
or intoxicating liquors of any kind at any meeting, 
party, sociable, all, picnic or entertainment, 
whatever appertaining to the order. Any member 
found guilty of violating this law shall be suspended 
not less than six months or expelled. No fine shall 
be imposed for this offense. Any local or other as- 
sembly so Gffending shall be suspended during the 
—_— of the general executive board, or shail 
dave its charter revoked by said board. 
™ Nearly every assembly composed solely of 
Germans voted against this clause, and there- 
fore, against the whole. 

The article on co-operation was adoptéd 
unanimously. Itis quite lengthy, and pro- 
vides for the creation and disbursement of a 
fund to aid co-operative enterprises. Each 
local assembly is required to collect and de- 
posit a sum not less than two cents per month 
for every member in good standing. The 
money is to be invested by the co-operative 
board, and the profits are to be divided equally 
between the general assembly, the co-operative 
fund and the workmen who create the profit. 

The new constitution gives the general ex- 
ecutive board full power to settle all strikes 
and disputes, whether sanctioned by the board 
or not, and it increases the powers of the gen- 
eral board in many oiher particulars. Here- 
after each district, state, national or unat- 
tached local assembly, shall be entitled to one 
delegate to each 3,000 members. The term of 
office, over which there has been so much con- 
troversy, has been fixed attwo years. Com- 
pensation hereafter will be fixed by . the gen- 
eral assembly when an officer is elected. The 
national trade assembly clause is probably the 
most important of the changes. It provides 
that: 3 

Any particular trade or calling may form a 
national. trade assembly by giving at least three 
month's notice to each local asscmbly, the entire 
membership of which is composed of such trate, LO 
attend a convention for the purpose of forminga 
national trade assembly. 

At least two-thirds of the local assemblies 
must vote in favor of the trade assembly, and 
not less than ten assemblies, if there be that 
number in the order, may receive a charter. 
Section three of the article is not very strong, 
however, as it still leaves the matter in the 
hands of the general executive board, which if 
the law has been complied with, may instruct 
the general secretary to issue acharter. Votes 
will be received until July 15th and recorded, 
although the new const ‘in will be in effect 
some time before that mvly about July ist. 


STOPPING Ti b&b DIVIDEND, 


AntInjunction Against the Richmond and 
Danville Railroad Company. 

New Yorxs, June 28.—Albert E. and Na- 
thaniel D. Powers obtained an injunction from 
Judge Lawrence, today, restraining the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad company and 
Central Trust company from paying a dividend 
of three per cent on its stock,; ordered by the 
directors of the company on June 9th, payable 
on and after July Ist at the Central Trust 
company’s Oilice, or from paying any money to 
any person or stockholder froin the assets or 
income of the company on account of the divi- 
dend. : 

President Alfred Sully, of the Richmond and 
West Point Turminal company, said today, in 
regard to the Richmond and Danville injunc- 
tion: 

“The motion for an injunction against pay- 
ing the dividend on the Kichmond and Dan- 
ville stock comes up for hearing tomorrow. It 
is brought by a man holding thirteen thousand 
dollars worth of stock, and his interest in the 
matter amounts to only $900, .If the injune- 
tion is granted, the company will file a bond 
and go ahead paying the dividend.”

The wounded officers 
are doing well. The wounded strikers are re- 
ceiving medical aid, but one is likely to die. 
The contractors say they can get plenty of non- 
union laborers.

‘TERRIBLE RAVAGES OF THE FLAMES. 


Men, Women and Children Camping Out—. 


Appeals for Aid for the Destitute— 
Reports of Fires Elsewhere. 


MILWAUKEE, June 23.—Latest accounts of 
the Marshfield fire came from neighboring 
towns, whose hospitality has been thrown open 
to the two thousand homeless inhabitants. 
But few availed themselves of it, however, 
most of the people being housed for the night 
in wagons, rudely-constructed sheds, blankets 
and such household furnitare piled up as was 
saved. The scenes last night were pitiable. 
Wearied men and depressed women spent the 
night watching the remains of their homes 
and possessions promiscuously scattered around 
in the surrounding woods which were lit up 
by the glow that came from the still burning 
mass that covered acres and represented a 
thriving village. Sorapid was the spread of 
the fire that little pe be saved. Frantic 
men and women used vehicles of cvery de- 
scription to save goods, whien the fire reached 
the residence part of the town. Messages have 
been reeeived that people are but scantily pro- 
vided with provisions, and there will be suffer- 
ing until aid is dispatcher. 

{IL WAUKEE, Wis., June 28.—It is now ezti- 
mated that the loss resulting from the destruc- 
tion of the city of Marshfield will not be less 
than $3,000,000 and may be nearly $3,500,000. 
The heaviest loser is the Upham Manufactur- 
ing company, whose loss is approximated at 
$800,000; Sanger, Rockwell & Co., of Mil- 
waukee, $450,000, representing the whole 
season’s cut of lumber; the Tremont Hotel 
company, $28,000; Mayor and J. Upham, gen- 
eral store, and stock $50,000; Marshfield bank, 
$10,000. There are about one thousand losers, 
the amounts varying from $500 to $10,000. 
Twelve solid blocks of stores were destroyed. 

A dispatch to night says that the fire burned 
until an early hour this morning, and that but 
one house remains ssaaenished Half of the 
population is still there, but is suffering for 
want of clothing. Supplies were sent ‘from 
neighboring towns that answered the purpose 
temporarily, but Mayor Upham telegraphs that 
more provisions must be sent at once or the 
people will suffer. The remaimingy,inhabi- 
tants are again camping in the woods to- 
nicht. 

Owing to the poor facilities for communi- 
cating by wire, details are coming in but 
slowly. 

It appears that when the fire started there 
was a high wind, and the flames were carried 
with remarkable rapidity, seeming almost to 
leap from house to house. Twelve buildings 
were blown up with dynamite in the vain effort 
to check the Temes. 

Conductor Grayson, who brought a through 
sleeper from St. Paul on the Central line, this 
morning said that the only thing to be seen 
from where the depot used to stand was one 
house and an expanse of  black- 
ened ruins, with here and_ there 
remnants of smoke stacks and some warped 
and twisted machinery to show where the mill 
had stood. He described the scene as one of 
awful desolation, hardly relieved by the pres- 
ence of human beings, as everybody had left, 
or was leaving as fast as possible. Yesterday 
afternon most of the well-to-do people left for 
Chippewa Falls, and this morning two car 
loads of homeless working people 
were brought as far as Stevens 
Point railway company carrying them free. 
Mr. Grayson described them as a sorry looking 
crowd, with nothing but the clothes they hap- 
pened to have on at the time of the fire. Some 
of them had no hats. and there was hardlya 
woman who had any sind of wrap or shawl, 
they being merel clo‘#.i in their ordinary 
dresses and sunbonne‘*s, while the children 
yere even worse off, being barefooted, bare- 
headed and hungr’- Ihe Central road has 
repaired its track so that trains can run right 
through again. Last nighta “‘special’’ had to 
be sent up, and passengers from above walked 
around the burned town to come through. 

It is impossible to get at the exact figures of 
the losses and insurance by yesterday’s fire. 
The loss will exceed $1,000,000, and the total 
insurance will reach $300,000. The burned 
district embraces eight blocks, bounded as fol- 
lows: A street on the north, Fourth street on 
the south, Maple street on the east, and Chest- 
nut street on the west. Upham Manufacturing 
company lost their sawmill, lumber yard, flour 
mill, elevator, 15,000 bushels of grain, 1,000 
barrels of flour, planing mill and furniture 
factory. Their loss is $250,000. Sanger, Rock- 
well & Co., of Milwaukee, are heavy losers, 
having an entire season’s cut of fine lumber. 
There are not enough roofs left standing to 
shelter the homeless, and the people are camp- 
ing in the fields and woods. 


Another Wisconsin Town Burned. 
MILWAUKER, June 28.—A special from Hur- 
ley says that fire broke ont in one end of Silver 
street, the principal thoroughfare of the city, 
at about 10 o’clock this morning and at noon 
four or five blocks of business buildings had 
been swept away. The fire was working te 
ward the Lake Shore railroad depot at last ac- 
counts and telegraphic communication was in- 
terrupted. No estimate of the loss can be given 
as yet, but it will be very heavy. A later dis- 
patch reports the fire somewhat under control, 
although the flames are still raging fiercely 
among the houses.

AN OPERA HOUSE DESTROYED. 


A Destructive Fire at Jacksonville, IIL. - 
Three Stores and a Theater Burned. 

JACKSONVILLE, Il., June 28.—A destructive 
fire occurred here last night, originating in 
Wright’s furniture store, next to Strawn’s 
opera house, involving a loss of $125,000. The 
opera house building cost $80,000; contents, 
&5,000; insurance, $20,000. Three stores 
underneath were also destroyed—McDonnell’s 
wall paper stock, $7,000; Jackson’s millinery 
store and VanWelch’s drug store. The in- 
surance not obtainable.

Fully insured. A boy with a lighted cigarette 
is credited with starting the fire. 


THE WORST YET. 


A Furious Storm Leaves Desolation in Its 
rack. 

Loneview, Texas, June 28.—One of the 
most destructive storms ever known occurred 
last night, twenty milos below here, and car- 
ried death and destruction in its course. At 
New Prospect,a neighboring town twenty 
miles south of here, five men were killed ont- 
right. At Fairplay,a small hamlet, one wo- 
man and two children were killed, having 
tuken shelter in an old house on which a very 
large tree fell, crushing them. 

ln the track of this tornado nothing was 
left. The country is thinly settled, which ac- 
counts for the few lives lost. As there is no 
telegraphic communication, little can be 
learned at this time. <A heavy wind and rain 
storm is raging now.

Annual Meeting. 


ADDRESS BY PRESIDENT F. H. ORME. 


The Growth of Homeopathy Since 1825— 
The Basis of Harmony—The Cause 
of Medical Science. 


SARATOGA, N. ¥., June 28.—The annual 
meeting of the American Institute of Homeo-. 
pathy is very largely attended. The address 
by the president, Dr. Frank H. Orme, of 
Atlanta, was received with many demonstra- 
tions of approval. Dr. Orme, in reviewing the 
progress of homeopathy, said: 

In 1825 there were in the United States probably 
about ten thousant physicians, all told. There are 
now probably about eighty thousand non-homeopa- 
thie physicians, an increase of eight fold. 

In the same year, 1825, appeared in the person of 
Dr. Gram the first convert from old medicine to 
homeopathy in America. Now there are about ten 
thousand homeopathic physicians in this country— 
an increase of ten thousand fold! 

At this rate of increase, how long will it reanire 
for homeopathy, instead of “iyiag out,’’ to become 
the majority school? Would it not have already 
become so, if the old school had not adopted so 
much from the new method, and modified its own? 

Forty years ago we had no colleges or other insti- 
tutions. Now we have thirteen flourishing colleges, 
with many hundreds of matricnulaies and graduates 
annually. We hayea larce numberof hospitals, 
afylums, dispensaries, pharmacies, ete., and perhaps 
one hundred and fifty societies, the number of 
all of which is constantly increasing.

“SECTARIANISM!”’ 

Those who have, under one pretext or another, 
and aftér one misrepresentation or another held that 
homeopathists should not be regarded as regular 

hysicians, and fit persons with whom-to consult, 

nding that the despised heretics would not die in 
accordance with their prophecies, and could noz be 

bliterated by being ostracised and maligned—but 
that they rather grew in strength, popularity and 
importance, notwithstanding all this unprofession’3 
opposition—and that loss was suffered by refusing 
consultation with them—resolved upon another 
change of attitude: In order to make a show of 
reason fora still hostile position and at the same 
time invite a surrender by the erring party, it was 
at last, and is now deciared, that opposition is not 
made tqus upon the former scores, but that our 
offense is that we are a sect, and have a sectarian 
name--averring that we may practice what we 
please if we will only give upour odious (distinctive 
title. 

Let us, then, since we are fairly confronted with 
this last ground of complaint, consider to what de- 
gree of attention it is really entitled: 

Is it really sosinful to be a sectarian—especially 
when the formation of the sect was a necessity, as 
has been shown, from the improper action of 
the complaining majority? Is_ there not, 
somehow, a sect called ‘“reenlars’’ or 
‘“‘allopathists,’’ as well as one called homeopathists? 
And might not “‘regnlar’’ be considere( a good name 
to trade upon? Have not sects existed, and to the 
advantage and progress of civilization, since the 
earliest limes of whieh we have any history? Does 
it not seem as though we owe nearly ali the advance- 
ment that has been made in religion, science, art, 
politics and medicine to the work that has been 
done by sects or schools? Where should we be but 
for them and their enthusiastic labors? We read in 
Josephus that “the sect calied Christians is not 
extinct unto this day,’’ and the term sectarian has 
long since ceased to be really a term of reproach— 
has lost all its terrors in the view of liberal minds. 

The fundamental law of our land, the constitu- 
tion of the United States, properly secures the right 
of its people to assemble together in bodies, as sec- 
tarians if they choose—for it is one of the natural, 
inalienable rights of those who hold peculirr views 
especially when persecuted, to unite themselves to- 
gether for their comunou objects and their common 
good. Sectarianism, of which all history is full, 
should rather be encouraged than suppressed—the 
people being benetitted, if parties suffer, and it isa 
marked evidence of~weaknese in the opposition thnrt 
the best point they can make against us is the piti- 
ful Uf18 VUE we wer @ opcutatl nase wie wo heveo 
a reason for it that is so good. 

Let us then be a sect, if we must, and continne to 
advance the cause of medical science, as we have 
done ; but let us not be factious, as haye been some 
of our prejudiced opponents, Let us be a liberal 
sect, working in ourown sphere, holding the even 
tenor of ourgvay while we treat with respect and 
wish God-speed to all other sects who think they 
can do better work by laboring honestly upon other 
lines—and let us use no undignified or uhbecoming 
epithets. , 

Who can estimate the loss tc medical science, 
especially in the departments of materia medica 
and therapeutics, if the work of homeopathists, as 
a sect, should be stricken from the record? We may 
be a sect, striving in our own way for the advance- 
inent of the profession that we love so well—but we 
need not be a faction, obstructing others, defaming 
others, bringing reproach upon us all, and retarding 
general progress. We should be liberal, as our in- 
stitute is liberal—tolerating a variety of views upon 
various subjects. 

We surely may, as a body, lay just claim to be- 
ing liberal. While united upon similia, we em- 
brace some who are regarded by other some as en- 
tertaining vageries of woeful tendencies. We include 
the “high’’ and the “‘low,”’ the dynamizationist and 
the strict materialist; those who think we should 
adhere to the. ideas and teachings ofa ‘‘master’’ 
of half a century ago, and those who think we 
should keep abreast of the tenets and teachings of 
more modern times, using the measures of any and 
every school when available; andi donot know 
but we may even tolerate a few who are disposed 
to think that we might now afford to yield to the 
seductive wooing of the other side, and dispense 
with our characteristic title! 

Yes, homeopathists of all phazes of thought are 
welcome under the canopy of our institute. The ho- 
meeopathist who cannot find himself in Cdngenial 
companionship here, must be a victim of some mis- 
apprehension, have some fancied grievance, or be 
mt faultfinding a nature as to have no just claim 
upon our attention. 

While we are a sect, ina proper sense,and from 
the necessity of the case. we are notasect in an 
evil sense, or from a desire to be separate from the 
general profession of which we are a part—any more 
than isthe allopathic branch, which can be called 
reguiar only asa distingnishing designation, and 
noton account of any essential regularity in it 
method of practice.

SOME CURIOUS SPECIMENS OF BANNERS. 


A Peep Into the Flag Room of the War 
Department—History of Some of 
the Moth-Eaten Colors, 


From the New York Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, Juné 25.—There are upward 
of athousand flags in what is for the present 
the flag-room of the war department. Of 
these nearly 600 are “rebel flags,’’ so-named 
in the record book bearing the title, “Record 
of Rebel flags captured by the Union troops 
since April 19, 1861.’’ Over 200 are federal 
colors taken by cenfederate troops and found 
in Richmond after the evacuation of that city. 
The balance are also federal colors, regimental 
flags turned over to the war department by 
the various state organizations. The latter are 
all on staffs. The real history of the confed- 
erate flags would be more interesting than the 
few lines each one gets in the record book. 
Some of these are made of women’s dresses. 
Where cashmere or other woolen material was 
used, as in several, they have been eaten into 
shreds by moths. They were no doubt worn 
out when placed in the department twenty 


‘ears ago, but now they are literallyin tatters. 


Ines have faded into white and red into faint 
pink. The stars have dropped out, and when 
unfurled little bits fall to the floor. The 
largest flag in the lot is the garrison flag of 
Fort Tyler, West Point, recantured by, the 
First Wisconsin, Second Indiana and Seventh 
Kentucky regiments. The smallest is a tiny 

tidon taken from the First Irish brigade, or 
ixty-ninth New York in that brigade. I be- 
lieve it was the glory of the Sixty-ninth to 
boast cf having never lost its colors. 
After the war, while many of the flags were in 
the ordnance museum in Winder’s building, 
soldiers of the Sixty-ninth dropping in as 
visitors were ‘‘taken down,’’ asthe man in 
charge expressed it, by seeing their lost guid- 
on. Number 236is a union flag, ‘made by 
Mrs. Hetty McEwen, fioated from her house 
at the time the city of Nashville, Tenn., was 
in possession ef the south, and found still way- 
ing there when General Buell’s army took the 
city.’ The flag about which there is perhaps 
most curiosity is a small black flag, having a 
single white star inthe centre. This was 
among the flags in the ordnance museum and 
attracted the attention of visitors, who re- 
garded’ it as they would a_ practical 
signal of no quarter. Indeed, 
some wag had written on one corner the words 
‘“‘No quarter.”’ The late General Myer, I am 
told, Bholared this flag to be a rebel signal fiag, 
made black toshow clearly against a bright 
sky. A flag captured from General Long- 
street’s corps had these remarks on paper past- 
ed on the staff: ‘‘Mr. Yankee, you wili please 
turn this ilag, staff and shoulder belt over to 
the Sth Maine; was captured at St. Gilmore 
on 29th October, 1564, by Third Forks Regt. 
Vol.” (Signed’’) “Big Rebel.” 

When the captured union flags were found 
at Richmond, there were also with the rebel 
archives sent up to Washington a collection of 
designs for a confederate fiag. With the de- 
vices were letters explaining their meaning. 
sut in all, over 200, there were not above half 
a dozen devices without the ’stafs. The ar- 
rangement of the stars made infinite variety, 
but through all, the mullet or five-pointed star 
was retained, showing that, desirous as the con- 
federates were to get a flag .unlike the 
‘“vankee’” emblem, the old feeling could 
not shake off attachment to the stars. 
And in almost - every letter with 
a device for the tlag, reference is made to re- 
taining the stars, though sometimes ignoring 
the stripes. One confederate wrote: ‘Let 
the yankees keep their ridiculous tune of 
‘Yankee Doodle,’ but by all that is sacred do 
not let them monopolize the stars and the 
stripes. You have fought well under our glo- 


another? Never! Change it, improve it, al- 
ter it as you will, but for Heaven’s sake keep 
the stars and stripes!”’ 

“WO Nt vive up The Stars wr 
stripes to the north. It is ours as fully as it is 
theirs. * * Keep the stripes, keep the azure 
field, and astar for each sovereignty in the con- 
stellation, and then distinguish it by a red 
cross (the southern cross) cutting the stripes at 
right angels. * * The songsof a nation and 
its flag have a prodigious moral influence.’’ 

One eonfederate alone wrote against the stars 
and in favor of the stripes, He said: ‘‘I don't 
like the cross. It is significant of Catholic 
rule and had to much to do with the machin- 
ery ofithe dark ages. The old stars must, I think 
be abandoned. They belong to the night, and 
besides the. north will keep them. It is no- 
thing with us. Let there be seven stripes, one 
for each of the original states, as the thirteen 
were for the original states ofthe old con- 
fedaracy. Let them be vertical instead of 
horizontal.’”’ 

One writing wholly in favor of the stars, 
sent his device and said: ‘We still have a 
‘star spangled banner’ which is dear to the peo- 

le from old associations, and we can afford to 

We are en- 
titled to a ‘star spangled banner,’ because the 
best poetry in honor of it was composed by a 
southern man, and the incident which occa- 
sioned its composition occurred on southern 
soil and reflected honor on southeri soldiers.”’

1862 the confoderate government 
as one cvidence of absclute severance from the 
United States, decided ona new flag. This 
was the southern cross, finally adopted by the 
confederate congress in 1865, and favored by 
General Beauregard. It was first, however, 
General Joseph E. Johnston’s battle flag, he 
having selected the blue spangled saltier upon 
ared fieldas his battle ensign. It did not 
please the Richmond Exminer,in which it 
was described as a “red field bestraddled with 
a long-legged white cross.’”’ Probably the con- 
fusion of the rebel and union colors at the first 
battle of Manassas led to giving up the ‘‘stars 
and bar’s’ by the former. 

On looking over the flags in the war building 
Ifind most of the confederate flags of the 
Southern Cross device—red field and blue 
cross having thirteen stars. Now and then one 
shows but eleven stars, or eight. One has fif- 
teen stars. <A printed catalogue of these flags 
when they were on exhibition in the ordnance 
museum gives the number placed there at 540. 
The history of 540 in this catalogue is brief and 
ends the list. “‘No. 540—Rebel battle flag, 
brought from Richmond by Master Tad Lin- 
coln.”’ President Lincoln’s youngest son was

The Location of the New Road Between the 
Two Cities. _ | 
SAVANNAH, Ga., June 23.—[Special.]—The 
News says that Dr. J. A. A. West, whois the 
moving spiritin the Birmingham and Atlantic 
Air Line railroad, is in the city for the purpose 
of settling the route between Savannah and the 
chee river and loacting an entrance into 
the city. Dr. West said thatthe Alabama and 
Georgia divisions have now been consolidated 
and the entire line is under one company and 
one ément. The line has been located 
from Birmingham to within a few miles of Sa- 
vannah, passing through Roanoke, Louina, 
Ashland, Talladega, LaGrange, ‘Thomaston, 
Macon and Dublin. Two construction camps 
have been established between Savannah and 
Macon, and another would have been estab- 
lished but for the bad weather. 
The road when completed will give an air 
line to Birmingham, 125 miles shorter than 


=, other line, running through a country that’ 
w 


compel only light grades and no sharp 
curves. - ‘ 

The timber interests lying in the eastern 
division of the road and the agricultural inter- 
est further west will alone support it after it 
is in operation, not to speak of the immense 
amount of mineral products that will come 
from Birmingham. Besides that, it will have 
airline connections through to the t north- 
west by means of the Gulf railroad that will 
afford a direct route to Kansas City. Dr. West 
mentioned the fact that the road will have an 
extensive territory allits own; a territory ly- 
ing between the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia and the Georgia Pacific on the south 
and the Central on the north. The 
affairs of the company, Dr. West says, 
are in excellent condition, and the 
men now behind the enterprise have money, 
and are willing to spend it in building the 
road. All they ask is the co-operation of the 
people who will share with them the advan- 
tagestobe derived from it. This has been 
freely extended by the people along the line 
except at this end. Here, despite the immense 
profit that would result from the building of 
the line, the officers say there are some-people 
who are pursuing such a course in the matter 
of rightof way as is caleulated to involve 
the projectors ina multitude of difficulties. 
A number of people who own land 
through which the road would pass are hold- 
ing absolutely worthless marsh land at fabu- 
lous prices. One man who has a farm just the 
other side of the Ogeechee river had granted 
the right of way over a part of his land, and on 
Friday he stood watching the workmen grading 
over the remaining portion without a thought 
of stopping them. On Saturday he came into 
the city, and, as Dr, West expressed it, fell 
into the hands ofalawyer. The result was 
that a messenger was sent to his farm order- 
ing work stopped, and the doctor was in:

~The Color Line at the North. 

The color line knows no north, no south, 
no east and no west. It appears to bea 
truly national affair. Its latest manifes- 
tation is at Asbury, the headquarters of the 
great revival meetings of the northern Meth- 
odist church, and a famous summer resort. 
It has been decided by the authorities of 
the community not to allow the colored 
people to walk on the beach, to sit on the 
benches, or to enter the pavilion. 

Mr. James A. Bradley, who is described 
by the New York Herald as the mikado of 
Asbury park, says he wants the negroes to 
have as many privileges as possible, ‘‘but,’’ 
he adds, ‘‘the interests of the town are para- 
mount.” According to him, the whole 
matter resolves itself into the question, 
+‘How are we to retain the patronage of our 
summer guests?’ Mr. Bradley, who is de- 
scribed as a benevolent man of a very deter- 
mined disposition, discusses the matter and 
proposes to deal with it from a business 
point of view. Ile says that withont this 
summer patronage Asbury park would not 
be what it is. ' 

He remarked to a reporter of the New 
York Herald that the people who go to the 
Asbury park are the great middle class, and 
he adds to the interest of his information 
by declaring that the representatives of the 
great middle class carry their prejudices 
with them when they go to the watering 
places and the seaside resorts. 

As aresult of all this, Mr. Bradley has 
{fssued orders which wi:l have the effect of 
excluding, and which are intended to ex- 
clude, all colored people, good, bad and in- 
different, quiet and disorderly, well-behaved 
and offensive alike, from the privileges of 
the pavilion, the board walk and the beach. 
Chief of Police Bailey made the signifi- 
cant remark that there was no use in at- 
tempting to disguise the fact that the peo- 
ple who go to Asbury park, no mattter what 
their theoretical ideas about colored people 
might be, did not like to rub against the 
megroes socially. Moreover, the: leading 
colored man of the place admitted that he 
could not make any serious protest, for the 
reason that his business, which depends 
mostly on the whites, would be ruined. 

All this is very significant. The great 
middle class of the north has as many prej- 
udices against social contact with the ne- 
groes as the people of the south, and as the 
middle class has a tremendous majority at 
the north, as it has in every other section, 
Wwe may be sure that the negroes have no 
more rights and privileges at the north than 
they have at the south, and they are not 
nearly so well treated. 

But suppose this Asbury park episode 
should have occurred at the south—what 
a tremendous howl the northern papers 
would have set up! Do they propose to 
howl over the drawing of the color line at 
Asbury park? We shall see.

They 
saw no use in fighting, and resorted to the 
scheme of shaking dice to decide who should 
take the lady. Wallace was the lucky one,and 
started off on the train with Miss Crocker to 
be married. Mr. Ashe good-naturally went 
along to see the nuptial knot tied. At a 
way station Wallace stepped out, presumably 
to see a man, and when he returned he 
found that his sweetheart had skipped with 
Mr. Ashe. 

The heiress found that she had married in 
haste to repent at leisure. Ashe commenced 
squandering her money on horse racing, dog 
fights and politics. Then came a separa- 
tion, and Ashe stole his only child from its 
mother and held it, brigand fashion, for a 
ransom.

The Panics of the Past. 
The present flurry in Wall street, while it 
does not promise to lead toa panic, natur- 
ally recalls some of the disastrous financial 
disturbances of the past. 
Fifty years ago the people of this country 
were enjoying flush times, The currency 
was inflated, speculation was active, real 
estate was booming and values were on the 
rise. Cotton jumped up from seven to 
eighteen cents, wheat rose totwo dollars a 
bushel and flour sold at fourteen dollars a 
barrel. 
_ This state of things could not last. Early 
in May, 1837, the New York banks suspen- 
ded. They were followed by those in Phila- 
_@elphia, and the other banks all over the 
_ country. In this tremendous crash bank- 
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‘banks struggled to their feet only to tumble 


again. The situation in 1839 was desperate 


-in the extreme. Nothing had any value, 


and there was no money to buy anything~ 
with. In 1840 the whigs captured the coun- 
try by promising a bankrupt law, and when 
it was passed in 1841 seventy members of- 
congress eagerly availed themselves of its 
benefits. But the trouble was not over. 
The Bank of the United States with a capi- 
tal of $35,000,000 went down a complete 
wreck. Not until 1843 did the country be- 
gin to recover. 

The next general panic was in 1857. The 
Ohio Life and Trust company led the way, 
and there was a smash in every direction. 
The disaster of 1873, inaugurated by the 
failure of the colossal house of Jay Cooke & 
Co., is still fresh in the minds of our read- 
ers. These two panics, however, did not 
cause such widespread suffering as resulted 
from the failures in 1857. 

The war among the Wall street specula- 
tors at the present time is not seriously af- 
fecting general business. Most of the stocks 
that have’been pushed upward remain in 
the hands of the original holders, and with 
active business, increased railroad earnings 
and splendid crop prospects, the country is 
on asolid basis. Financial experts regard 
the outlook with sanguine expectations, and 
no gloomy predictions are heard in any 
quarter.

The Country Boy. 

The Albany News and Advertiser has 
some well considered remarks under the 
head of ‘‘City Boys versus Country Boys.’’ 
Our contemporary says: 

The fact that the cotintry has furnished the great- 
er proportion of distinguished men who have adorn- 
ed every profession in the annals of history, has led 
men to inquire into the causes that contripute to 
this resuit, 

The city boy enjoys greater advantages of a char- 
acter which are designed to equip men for the suc- 
cessful discharge of the active duties of a busy life, 
They are-taught and encougaged to make acquisi- 
tions of that knowledge which has relatively the 
the most value in the practical careers of life. 
But the effeet seems to be like the making of the 
brick that pile up to form their houses; they all 
eome out about one size. The artificial is apparent; 
the methods employed seem to raise all to one plane 
of mediocrity, above which but few have the quali- 
ties and ability for rising. There is a superficial ac- 
quaintance with many subjects, a degree of polish 
common toall which enables them, like polished « 
surfaces, to reflect the light around them, butan 
absence of inward warmth of intelleetual vigor. 

The country boys are strikingly of different pat- 
terns, and present the natural phases of individual- 
ity of character. The conditions of their lives seem 
more favorable for the development of mental 
strength, as the pure air is most conducive to bodi- 
ly health. 

The young men of a city, instead of devoting their 
leisure to the cnitivation of their minds, dissipate 
their naturai mental vigorin planning and enjoy- 
ing society pleasures. The youth of the country 
find in their very occupationa field of profitable 
study in observing the operation ofthe laws of na- 
ture, the yery purest science. Their leisure is profit- 
ably employed in meditation, and in the study of 
the open book of nature, exhaustlessin its knowl- 
edge and its pleasing variety. To him the visible 
forms of nature are leaves on which lessons of wis- 
dom and instruction are written, for the understand- 
ing of which he possesses a Rosetta stone; and all 
natural sounds are voices for which he has an in- 
terpretation. d 

All this is suggestive. It is espec’ally 
worthy the attention of boys who, because 
their lot is cast in the country and on farms, 
imagine that they are the victims of misfor- 
tune. THe CONSTITUTION has received 
hundreds of letters from boys who live in 
the country asking for advice and informa- 
tion as to their future. Occasionally, in 
responding to these letters, we have pur- 
sued the line of thought suggested by the 
remarks of the News and Advertiser. 

The disadvantages thata boy imagines 
he finds in a country life are not at all seri- 
ous. The country is a school of and within 
itself and to live there is to secure an edu- 
cation superior in some respects to any that 
can be conferred by the schools. Perhaps 
the most prevalent error in this world is the 
notion that an education can only be secur- 
ed in schools: It isa notion held by old 
and by young, by parents and by children, 
but it is a false and pernicious notion, and 
it has prevented many a bright young fel- 
low from making an effort that would have 
brought him success. 

It is a pity that every boy cannot know 
what he will inevitably find out later— 
namely, that the smallest and most unim- 
pdéttant part of his education is that which 
he receives in the schools. The practieal 
knowledge, the information and the experi- 
ence he must acquire are not to be found in 
the text books, nor in the system of instruc- 
tion carried on under the auspices of Pro- 
fessor Dryasdust and his able assistants. 
Theboy’s education—and the only educa- 
tion he will get—must be secured through 
his own efforts, and through his contact 
with nature and with life. 

Assuming that Atlantaisin some sort a 
typical city, we have no hesitation in say- 
ing that, almost without exception, the 
most successful men here in every business 
are those who were born, bred and educated 
inthe country. We suppose that every 
community in this country would make a 
similar showing, and the reason is not far 
#o seek. The country boys enter life with . 
health, strength and vigor, and with an in- 
dividuality unimpaired by pedagogues and 
text books. He has his own way of look- 
ing at things, his own method of solving 
the small problems that fall in his way, and 
original and common sense views of all 
things. » may lack polish, he may lack

Eprrors Constitution: In calling atten- 
tion of the “public generally” te the “condition of 
our divorce laws, and the loose practices under 
them,” H. R. C. should have stated all the facts and 
nothing but facts, and then made his comments. 

June 22and 23 were used by Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke for the divorce dockets. During these two 
days he called the docket, including four years, 
from spring term, 1883, through fall term, mae 
Sixty cases were disposed of—twenty tried and forty 
dismissed. On the 22nd, from 12 m., till 3:30 p. m., 
the jury passed upon four cases, and rendered a ver- 
dict in one case for partial and in three for total di- 
vorce, and two other cases were withdrawn from 
their consideration. Onthe 23rd the jury passed 
se sixteen cases and rendered verdicts fox total 

vorce in all. About half of the twenty cases were 
first verdicts. Our laws require two verdicts; at 
separate terms of couit; therefore, only ten cases set 
the free. In four of the sixteen tried on the 23rd 
the defendants were represented by attorneys, and 
in six cases there were more than one witness in- 
troduced. Section 1735, code of Ga. provides: “In 
divorce cases proceeding exparte it isthe duty of 
judge to see that the grounds are legal and sustained 

y proof, or to appoint the solicitor general or some 
other attorney of the court to discharge that duty 
for him.’”’ Judge Clarke strictly enforced this law, 
as he does alllaws. Sectlon 1713 code of Ga. pro- 
vides: ‘In cases of cruel treatment or habitual in- 
toxication by either party the jury, in their discre- 
tion, may grant either a total or partial divorce.”’ 
The supreme court of Georgia has decided that 
“cursing, abusing or using insulting and approbi- 
ous language between husband and wife ‘‘is cruel 
treatment.”” This law was given in ‘charge by the 
court in all cases upon discretionary grounds. The 
jury was composed of good and intelligent men and 
conscientiously discharged their duty.

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Fighting Fish.

The male stickleback is a prodigious warrior, 
and when he meets arivalof bisown kind he en- 
gages with him atonce in deadly warfare. Their 
battles, says Mr. Darwin, are at times desperate, for 
these puny combatants fasten tight on each other 
for several seconds, fumbling over and over again, 
until their strength is utterly exhausted.| Bold and 
pugnaciousas they are, however, it is only my 
lords who thus fiercely contend with one another. 
Their demure little mates remain always perfectly 
pacific, gentle and even-tempered. With the rough 
tailed stickleback, the males while fighting swim 
round and round one another. biting and endeav- 
oring to pierce each other’s mailed skin with their 
raised lateral spines or lances. Small asthey are, 
their bite is very severe and inflicts a deadly wound 
upon their antagonist, and Mr. Noel Humphreys 
remarks that they use their lateral spines with 
fierce effect, so that he has seen one brave 
stickleback during a stout battle rip up his oppon- 
ent from end to end, till the vanquished hero sank 
to the bottom and died ingloriously. It is during 
the moment of battle, and just before and after it, 
that the colors of all fighting animals become inya- 
riably most intense. The reason is plain; battle is 
joined during the mating season, and “before the 
face of maidens and of dames;’’ and, as in human 
tournaments, the ladies stand by to applaud the 
conquerors and to reward their prowess. They are 
themselves the prize of the encounter they stimu- 
late. Besides, the highest physical vigor and the 
highest excitement bring out tlie greatest beauty of 
both men and animals. The angrier you make a 
mandrill the more vividly tinted are his cheeks and 
callosities. The frilled lizards and flying dragons 
glow with all the brightest colors of the rainbow 
when you tease or annoy them. 
swells his crimson wattles and spreads his ruffled 
fathers tothe utmost at sightofa rival or a m 
chievous boy. There is a little hot-tempered fish 
kn wn as betta pugnax and kept as a sort of domes- 
tic pt by the Siamese (much as the 
Chris‘ian English gentlemen of forty or fifty 
years since kept fighting cocks) to display its prow- 
ess for the edification of tle Mongolian intelligence. 
“When in a state of quiet,” says Cantor, “its dull

The liceuse to exhibit fish fights is farm- 
ed by government and brings in a considerable reye- 
nue to the king of Siam. 
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Embalmed Peruvian Eyes. 
From the San Francisco Call. : 

C. T. Ward has lately returned from a sey- 
eral years’ residence in Chili. Among the South 
American curiositics Mr. Ward brought back with 
him is one of the eyes of a Peruvian Inca, which 
was preserved With the embalmed body. These 
curious specimens of the preservative art are very 
rare, and are very valuable ,when they are found 
entire. The specimen in the possession of Mr. 
Ward has the shape ofa piece of wax that has 
been castinathimble. It is translucent and of a 
bright golden color, iooking something like colored 
glass. Few people who see it for the first time 
would be able to discover from its appearance its 
true character. But even to them it would be sur- 
rounded by some mystery which they would be 
anxious to have revealed. It is related that a Peru- 
vian lady had a collection of thirty or more eyes of 
this kind, valued at $30,000, which she had mounted 
and wore as an ornament ata ballin Paris. Efforts 
have been made to discover the secret of the art by 
which the eyes of the Peruvian monarchs were pre- 
served, but upto this time no chemist has been 
able to make it hisown. It is believed, however, 
that gold was one of the materials used, which 
would account, perhaps, for the color of the speci- 
men.

NEW EARTHOGUAKE POINTS. 
Ee SE 
Shocks Every Year in New England—Volca- 
nic Action in the West. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The recent dispatch from Summerville, near 
Charleston, giving the information that a shock of 
earthquake accompanied with the now familiar 
rearing sound, had been experienced, came so soon 
after the cable message announcing earthquake 
shocks in Turkestan, that many people were dis- 
posed to believe in the certainty of some connection 
betweer the two phenomena. 

A gentleman, in fact, called at the Tribune of- 
fice on June 12, immediately after the news of the 
disaster in Asia Minor, and predicted a renewal of 
the seismic shocks in South Carolina. As that pre- 
diction was apparently verified, though after an in- 
terval of nine days, a reporter went to ascertain the 
views of Professor J. S. Newberry, of Columbia col- 
lege, who is recognized as. an authority on seismic 
disturbances. The professor plunged at once into a 
discussion on the subject, saying that he was op- 
posed tothe views of Sir William Thompson and 
others who denied that the central part of the earth 
was molten. 

“*That,”’ said he, “is the core of the matter. I can 
only give you my views, and you must not ask me 
for the views of other people. To your question as 
to whether there was any connection between the 
shocks experienced in southern Europe and west- 
ern Asia, and those of Charleston and Mexico, I de- 
cidedly answer in the necative. What is an earth- 
quake? Once the answer would haye been that it 
was an uncompleted effort of nature to establish a 
volcano, but how the current of scientific opinion 
is that the voleano is but an incident in the busi- 
ness. An earthquake. isthe result of the contrac- 
tion of the earth’s crust caused by loss of heat 
through radiation. Did you ever keep a quince for 
the sake of the perfume among your linen?’ 

‘“*Yes,”’ was the answer, “I do it every year.” 

“Then you must have noticed how the quince 
became wrinkled as it contracted by drying up. Now 
that is what is happening to the earth, and the 
great mountain chains haye been-built up as those 
wrinkles in the quince were, by the overlapping 
and folding up and crushing of substance through 
the contraction caused by loss of heat. Therefore a 
line of mountains is a line of weakness, and as the 
process of contraction is always going on there will 
always be earthquake shocks somewhere along 
mountain chains. Now, 2 voleano is the result of 
matter being thrust upward from the molten inte- 
rior, and it usually is so protruded in great faults or 
fissures like the Comstock.” | 

‘Do you think that there isany indication of a 
line of voleanoes being established from that one 
just started in the Sierra Madre in Sonora through 
Texas and on east and north to the Bald mountain, 
of whose eccentric conduct so much has been 
written?”’ 

“No; but I believe that there is now in existence 
a line of voleanic action from the Sierra Madre to 
Arizona, which runs along a long-extended fault 
stretching from Sonora into Arizona. The San 
Francisco group of mountains in Arizoma are, I 
believe, voleanoes, and far from extinct. Mt. 
Taylor in New Mexico is in the same category. The 
Cascade mounrains on the Pacific slope contains 
volcanoes that are still active, such as Mts. Shasta, 
Ranier and Hood.”’ 

“Yes; but Bald mountain, professor! Are the 
Alleghanies entirely outside of all these interesting 
developments?” 

‘You seem to want a volcano on the Atlantic 
side.’”’ 

‘Are there no hopes for Bald Nountain ?”’ 

‘None, I believe.”’ 

‘Are there no hopes of a volcano rising from the 
sea somewhere to the southeast of Charleston ?’”’ 

‘‘None that lam aware of; but you ought to have 
lived inthe Triassic Age, which was the volcanic 
epoch of this part of America, and then you might 
have seen the building of the Palisades. With re- 
gard to your idea of a volcano to the southeast of 
Charleston, that is based upon the indubitable fact 
that many shocks travelled from the southeast to 

he northwest, though the great majority were from 
other points. I have considered that fact, and have 
come tothe conciusion that one cause which has 
certainly contributed to disturb the static equili- 
brium of the earth’s crust is to be found in the depo- 
sition upon the sea bottom of sedimentary layers 
caused by erosions. As these accumulate they not 
only} impose new burdens upon the uuderlying 
rocks, but by acting as blankets and preventing the 
escape of heat they promote the softening of the sea 
bottom, which yields to lateral pressure, and is 
forced up in a series of faults and folds. I have no 
doubt this is one cause of the earthquake vibrations 
which have been so frequent along our Atlantic 
coast. 

“J recently received from a friend in Boston, Mr. 
W. T. Brigham’s Historical Notes on the Earth- 
quakes of New England from 1635 to 1869, and there 
were 231 of them, or one a year. Youn may be quite 
sure that these were strictly local, and proceeded 
frora faults in mountain chains or from the effect of 
sedimentary deposits on the sea bottom.”’

After being seized by the negro he carried her 
some seventy-five or hundred yards away, fur- 
ther into the woods, and there, alone and un- 
seen, committed the act that wrecked forever 
on earth the peace and happiness of an inno- 
cent hearted girl. She remembers seeing the 
negro above her in the actof drawing out his 
knife, evidently for the purpose of killing her 
and preventing exposure, when he was arrested 
by the noise of some one coming. It was her 
father, whohad been warned bythe girl’s 
mother of her absence, and who, being 
alarmed at the unusual length of her stay, had 
followed to see what was the matter. Had 
Mr. Kendrick immediately followed the mis- 
creant he could undoubtedly have captured 
him, but the sad misfortune that had over- 
taken his daughter so completely upset him 
that all his efforts were directed to her getting 
her home, and ene the aid of a physi- 
cian. The neiglborhood 
WAS SOON AWARE OF THE CRIME, 

but no concerted steps were taken to overtake 
the villian, and Henry Pope, or whoever tlfe 
party was, made good his escape. 

THE CONSTITUTION readers are familiar with 
the story of the trial and conviction of Pope, 
who had been arrested in Alabama on the 
charge of burglary, and, being brought back to 
Chattooga, had been accused of the greater and 
more terrible crime of rape. <A few days ago 
the story of his conviction was related, and the 
indignation of the people, and the effort to 
secure the negro in order that oe might hang 
him without law or jury, was told. All these 
circumstances are gone over in the order of the

Pope’s attorney, in his application for a res- 
pite, presents the affidavits of nine men who 
will positivaly swear as to his whereabouts on 
the day the crime was committed. These 
men are all, save one, white, and are men of 
undoubted character. So positive is their 
testimony, and so many other circumstances 
have arisen to corroborate what they swear 
that itis almost impossible for any one to 
weigh the situation fora moment and not come 
to the conclusion that 

GRAVE DOUBTS EXIST 
as to Pope’s guilt. The order goes on to says that 
no affidavit has since been made to show that 
Miss Kendrick had no idea of the appearance 
of her assailant—that she had given different 
descriptions of him, and that she had heard 
from members of her family and from others 
descriptions of Henry Pope, and declarations 
that he was the guilty party had been made, 
before and after his capture, in her hearing. 
Was she then mistaken in her identification ? 
There is no conceivable motive to induce the 
nine men to perjure themselves, and it is ab- 
solutely inconceivable that these white citizens 
of Alabama should have left their homes and

Pope will likely remain tn the Fulton coun- 
ty jail until the matter is decided, as it will 
be unsafe to carry him back to Chattooga, as 

ublic indignation would undoubtedly cause 

im to be lynched. Pope was ordered to be 
removed to Atlanta by Judge Maddox, who 
will no doubt see to it that he is safely coniined 
until the mystery can be cleared away.

Atlanta on the Central train and 
called at the room. Thesole occupant of the 
room during his sojourn was the woman. There 
was no baby there and no inquiriesfthere made 
for one by him. Theman remained in the city 
that day and then returned to his home, leav- 
ing his wife—for such was the woman—behind. 

A few weeks after the man’s visit the wo- 
man left the city, the baby remaining behind 
in the possession of the negrowoman. The 
old negress became attached to the child and 
gave it every attention, but the babe was not 
strong and yesterday morning died. The 
woman being poor was unable to give the child 
a burial,and going to Dr. Van Goidtsnoven, 
asked for an order fora grave and coffin. Of 
course the doctor began questioning the 
woman, and after hearing her story reported 
the matter to Acting Chief Couch, at the same 
time asserting that he thought the matter 
ought to be investigated. 

The acting chief acquainted Detective Bu- 
chanan with the facts, and instructed him to 
investigate the matter. The detective at once 
called at the house, on Broad street, and was 
shown the dead child laid out, awaiting a pau- 
per’s coffin. Death had not robbed it of its 
dark complexion, which was plainly indicative 
ofthe presence of African biood. The old 
women manifested great ignorance as to the 
child’s parents uutil the detective asked her to 
accompany him to thecity prison. At the 
city prison the woman gave up the story,which 
revealed the fact thatthe child’s mother is 
the daughter of a. well-to-do German farmer 
and that her husband, who is too white to be 
the child’s father, is a successful country mer- 
chant. After the officers had secured the 
woman’s statement she was permitted 
to depart. Then the detective made.inquiries 
as to the cause of the child’s death, and found 
that a funeral! certificate had been issued by a 
well known and reputable physician. This, of 
course, removed any doubt as to the cause of 
the death of the child. 

The order for a pauper’sjburial has not been 
issued, because the parents of the child are 
able to bury it. After the officers complete 
their investigation the order may be issued, 
and it may not. 


CHANGE OF BASE, 


An Important Change Likely to Take Place 
in the Atlantaand West Point Road. 

On yesterday THe CONSTITUTION published 

a telegram from its Augusta correspondent in 
‘which it was stated that Colonel Charles H. 
Phinizy, president of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking company, and also president of the 
Augusta factory, intended to resign his posi- 
tion as president of the factory to accept the 
presidency of the Atlanticand Western road. 

The telegram was read in Atlanta, and cre- 
ated considerable comment. The “Atlantic 
and Western railroad’’ was understood to be 
the ‘‘Western and Atlantic’? and as it was 
known that Colonel Phinizy held stock in the 
lease, and was at one time engaged in litiga- 
tion looking toward the control of the road, 
the people naturally inferred that some change 
had taken place, and in order that Colonel 
Phinizy mihgt secure the presdency,it would be 
necessary for Senator Joseph E. Brown, now 
president of the Western and Atlantic road, 
to resign his position. 

A reporter of THkr CoNnsTITUTION started 
out yesterday to find out the nature of the pro- 
posed change,and if possible to discover the rea- 
sons therefor. 

It was soon ascertained thatthe road re- 
ferred to was the Atlanta and West Point, 
which iscontrolled by the Georgia railroad. 
The Georgia owns one-third of the stock in 
the Atlanta and West Point road, and the in- 
dividual stock thatis always voted with the 
Georgia railroad stock gives the absolute con- 
trol ofthe road to that corporation. When 
the Georgia was leased to ‘‘ William M. Wad- 
ley and associates’’ the control of the Atlanta 
and West Point road passed into the hands of 
the lessees, understood to be the Central of 
Georgia and the Louisville and Nashville. 
Therefore, at present the Central controls the 
Atlanta and West Point. 

General E. P. Alexander, of the Central, 
and Colonel Charles H. Phinizy, of the Geor- 
gia, are very warm personal friends, and have 
always been closely identified with one 
another in all matters pertaining tothe man- 
agement of their roads. Colonel Phinizy is a 
director in the Georgia Central, and is also a 
lease director in the Georgia, besides being 
president of the railroad bank and the corpor- 
ation. Itis said that at the next annual con- 
vention of the Atlanta and West Point stock- 
holders, to be held in this city in July, the 
present president of the road, Colonel L. P. 
Grant, will retire, and that Colonel Phinizy 
will succeed him. The office of president of 
the Atlanta and West Point road is largely 
honorary, the active management of the road 
being in the hands of the general manager. 

At a meeting of the Georgia railroad direc- 
tory in Augusta last week, it is understood 
that the directors increased the salary of the 
president, in order that he might devote his 
whole attention to the affairs of the bank, one 
of the largest, if not the largest, in the state. 
Colonel Phinizy resigned the presidency of the 
Augusta factory, which he has held for many 
years, in order to give more attention to the 
affairs of the bank. The presidency of the 
Atlanta and West Point road will not inter- 
fere with his bank duties at all. It is said that 
Mr. Stewart Phinizy, of the firm of Phinizy & 
Co., Augusta, will be elected president of the 
factory. 

Colonel Grant has been connected for man 
years with the Atlanta and West Point road. 
For a long time he as superintendent, then 
vice president, and finally president. He has 
grown gray in the service, and has a recerd 
that is alike honorable and creditable to both 
parties. Itis understood that feeble health 
and advancing age is the cause of his retire-

The Governor and His Cabinet. 


GOVERNOR GORDON WAS engaged yesterday 
morning with the capitol commission— 
was present atthe meeting on the 
grounds of the new capitol, and 
presided later at the session of the com- 
mission in the state house. It wasnoon hefore 
the commission adjourned, andthe day was far 
advanced when the governor took up the busi- 
ness of the executive department. uring the 
day a number of gentlemen called upon him 
in reference to the city solicitorship, and con- 
siderable time was devoted to that business. 

‘AN UNUSUAL CALL Was made upon the gov- 
ernor yesterday morning. Robert Strickland, 
colored, who lives at Suwannee, in Gwinnett 
county, was bitten early yesterday by a mad 
dog. His father carried the boy to a Dr. Cook 
in Suwannee, who advised the party to take 
the first train for Atlanta and see the govern- 
or. This wasthe tale reported toSam, the 
executive porter. The governor was engaged 
with the capitol commission, but some one ad- 
vised Strickland to carry the boy to some one 
having amad stone. Major Sidney Root was 
named as one who possessed a mad stone, and 
the colored party went off to seek the major. 
This isthe first time that mad dog victims 
have sought the governor. 

No ACTION has been taken in the application 
for pardon made in the interest of Isabella 
Rooney. The governor’s time has been so 
much oceupied within the last few days with 
matters of a more pressing nature, and it has 
been impossible to look after IsabellafRooney. 
The governor hopes to be able in a few days to 
take up the matter and reach a conclusion, one 
way or another. The woman has deveioped 
many friends lately who are very active in her 
behalf, and who seem to be confident that the 
governor will take favorable action in the mat- 
ter. 

THE COMPTRCLLER-GENERAL on yesterday 
received the returns of the Talbotton rail- 
road, a road seven miles in length, wunning 
from Talbotton to Bostick on the Columbus 
branch of the Southwestern. The road was 
returned atg $14,221, and tax on that 
amount paid into the treasury. This was 
about the last railroad that remained, all the 
others, almost without exception, having 
made their returns and paid their taxes. 

THE FOLLOWING INSURANCE companies 
made their insurance returns to the governor: 
The Western Assurance company, the London 
and Lancashire company, the Royal Insurance, 
(life). The comptroller-general did not give 
them certificates because the companies did 
not accompany their returns with the ne- 
cessary money to defray the tax accounts. It 
is supposed the taxes will be paid within a few 
days. Nearly all the insurance companics 
doing business in Georgia have made the re- 
turns required by law. 

THE TREASURY Was quiet yesterday. The 
only business transacted was in connection 
with the capitol commission. The following 
commissioners drew their quarterly salaries: 
General E. P. Alexander, Hon. E. P. Howell, 
W. W. Thomas, General Phillip Cook, 
were each paid $250. Messrs. Edbrooke and 
Burnham, the architects, were paid $1,000, 
and Superintendent Corbally was paid $625. 
The usual monthly warrant for work on the 
new capitol was paid. 

PRINCIPAL KEEPER TOWERS made out on 
yesterday the names of convicts whose term of 
sentence expires during July. Nineteen pris- 
oners will be returned to the bosoms of their 
respective families during the month. Only 
two of the convicts are from Fulton county; 
Elbert Ware, convicted of involuntary man- 
slaughter and sentenced to three years, will be 
discharged on July 15, and Albert Burks, sen- 
tenced to three years for burglary, will receive 
his freedom on the 25th proximo.

The LaGrange Woman Taken Home—A_ 


Merchant Bound Over—A Purse and 
Money Stolen.

Immedi- 
ately after receiving the message Captain 
Couch wired the LaGrange ofticer that he was 
not at the head of a collecting agency, and 
asking what he should do with the prisoner. 
A reply instructed the chief to detain the 
woman as an officer was then en route to At- 


lanta. Later in the morning the officer arriv- | 


ed and going direct to police headquarters 
secured a conference with the prisoner. Be- 
fore seeing the woman, however, the 
marshal informed Chief Couch 
that she was suspected of stealing some wear- 
ing apparel, and that the missing articles were, 
in all probability, in the trunk. The woman, 
it a rs had been doing the laundry work 
for iis. Thornton's family, and the missing 
clothing belonged to that gentleman. 

When the marshal faced the woman she at 
first denied knowing anything about the wear- 
ing apparel, but when Captain Couch suggested 
a search of the trunk she admitted that the 


_ clothing was in it, but asserted that it had been 


= there by another woman who came to At- 
anta with her. The prisoner gave the two 
ofticers the woman’s name and informed them 
where she could be found. Ina short time the 
officers succeeded in arresting the woman, and 
upon the one o’clock West Point train the La- 
Grange marshal left the city with the two 
women and the trunk. 
A Grocer’s Foot in Court. 

J.N. B. Carlton, the family grocer, corner 
Forsyth and Walton streets, was arraigned in 
police court yesterday morning. 

The cause of the arraignment was the 
grocer’s foot. : 

Early yesterday morning a small negro boy 
was passing in frontof Mr. Carlton’s store just 
as that gentleman was emerging from the 
main entrance. In some manner the grocer’s 
strong right foot and the negro boy collided. 
The collision provoked a series of yells from 
the boy as he hurried away. Ina few seconds, 
however, he returned with an officer, and 
caused a case to be made against Mr. Carlton.

Judge Anderson sized upthe grocer’s foot 
and decided that it was a dangerous weapon, 
and asked him fora huudred dollar bond to 
the city court to answer the charge of assault.

for the capitol. The repert was adopted, and 
Commissioner Howell and Superintendent 
Corbally were authorized to perfect the ar- 


rangement and act forthe commission in the” 


matter. 

Supervising Architect F. P. Burnham sub- 
mitted his estimates for work done and mate- 
rial furnished since the last meet- 
ing, one month ago. The = e&s- 
timates were examined and approved. 
The netamountiwas $14,423.43,and this amount 
was ordered paid the contractors. <A requisi- 
tion for $17,448.43 was made upon the gover- 
nor to pay the above amount, and also for the 
purpose of meeting the quarterly account due 
on salaries of commissioners, architect, super- 
intendent and secretary. 

The commission made a selection of the 
style of hardware trimmings to be used in the 
capitol by the contractors. Plain, polished, 
solid bronze hinges, etc., for all inside doors, 
were chosen. The contractors were also re- 
quired to use for doors the Yale lock described 
in specification, or any other pattern of lock 
ara by the architect as good as the 

ale. The work of selecting the wood to be 
used in finishing the interior of the various de- 

rtments was then entered into. For the 

ouse of representatiyes and state library, 

cherry was chosen. For the senate chamber, 
the selection made was red oak. 

For the supreme court chamber, the law li- 
brary adjoining, white oak was chosen. 

For the executive department a mixture of 
cherry, oak, ash and maple was selected. 

For the corridors, hallways, stairways and 
rotunda red oak was chosen. 

The supervising architect and contractors 
were requested to make an estimate as to the 
cost of putting the proper wires in the building, 
so that at any time, when desired, electric 
lights could be used. The estimates were re- 
quested to be submitted at the next meeting, 
so thata decision could be made before the 
work of plastering was begun. 

The work on the capitol is progressing satis- 
factorily. The contractors hope to have the 
greater portion of the building under roof 
some time in August. After attending to all 
the business, the commission adjourned until 
Tuesday, July 26th.
